Business Administration 


Adds New IBM Machines 


Th. n.-w IBM data process¬ 
ing machines recently acquired 
l y the Business Administration 
Department at t'-T Martin 
Branch hav. •>(•. tied up a new 
course this quarter, according 
to Prof, ssoi VV. H. Baker. 

TTr initial course at 1'TMB 
entitl. d General Busin, ss 431, 
is curr. ntly 1“ mg taught !>y 
Professor Savag. . Professor 
said sotm twenty students may 
l>e accommodated in each 
section but only fifteen were 
accepted in.ach regular day and 
extension section. 

While th. equipment is being 
utilized for instructional pur¬ 
poses at the present time it 
is intended that the offices of 
the registrar and the business 
manager will take advantage of 
th. machines to obtain needed 
information more rapidly, 
Professor Baker said. 

Certain members of the 
faculty of UTMB are consider¬ 
ing the possibility of initiating 
a research program on campus 
and this equipment can be used 
to sort and interpret the data 
of Ur researchers. 

Professor Baker said that 
for students interested in taking 
th. course, a basic knowledge 
of accounting is helpful although 
not necessary. The course Is 
open to students of all curri- 
culurns and the only require¬ 
ments arc that a student meet 
the classification of a junior 
or senior and th. consent of the 


instructor. The latter Is nec¬ 
essary liecause of the small 
number accommodated In each 
section. 

Professor Baker said: “The 
us. of data processing equip¬ 
ment--and for larger firms, 
of th. computer, Is wide¬ 
spread. Students graduating 
from college, in business 
particularly, are handicapped 
unless they have some under¬ 
standing of how this equipment 
can lx 4 adapted to the opera¬ 
tion of a given enterprise.” 

Independent auditors and ac¬ 
countants must also understand 
something of the applied uses 
of this equipment before an In¬ 
telligent audit can be made of 
a firm using It. 

Currently, one IBM sorter, 
two key-punch machines, one 
reproducer, and one accounting 
machine (402), are incorporated 
Into the course. Additional 
key-punch machines may be 
rented at a later date In order 
to facilitate the training of stu¬ 
dents desiring the specialize 
more Intensely on these 
machines. 

IBM equipment used by 
training Institutions such as 
UTMB Is rented at a 60 per 
cent discount rate compared to 
the rental price paid by 
commercial firms. The equip¬ 
ment now being rented by the 
Business Administration De¬ 
partment is valued in excess 
of $40,000.

INFERIORITY CAN BE FUN 

The second gravest problem confronting college students to¬ 
day is inferiority feelings.

With the halfway mark of the 
basketball season just passed, 
let's take look at the Vols’ per¬ 
formances thus far. They have 
played superb in five of their 
games --FlorenceState, Arkan¬ 
sas State Teachers, Arkansas 
College (twice), and Lambuth 
College. They looked good 
against Southeast Missouri who 
simply overpowered them in 
talent. Several of the players 
have given outstanding perfor¬ 
mances as well. Bob Fry, a 6-4 
.forward from Linton, Ind., has 
set three records this year-- 
a rebounding mark of 32 against 
Lambuth and two scoring re¬ 
cords against Florence State. 

Hie remainder of the games 
in January are close enough 
for everyone to follow the Vols 
and give them a big push to win 
as many of the conference games 
as they can in order to get a 
favorable position in the VSAC 
tournament. The 12 team tour¬ 
ney begins in Nashville on Feb¬ 
ruary 20. 

It’s always interesting to 
match comparative scores in 
football or basketball. Take this 
example: UTMB beat Florence 
State, FSC in turn beat Alabama, 
then Hie Crimson Tide whipped 
Mississippi State who is nat¬ 
ionally ranked. However, com¬ 
parative scores mean little in 
basketball. Anything can happen 
on a given night. 

Mark January 24 on your 
calendar. That’s the night Be¬ 
thel’s Wildcats Invade the UTMB 
gym in what promises to be a 
real game. Arch-rival Betheli 
was recently added to the Vol 
schedule only last year after a 
stormy period in which the 
rivalry was so intest that the 
I.... game& weradlsbandedj The Vols 


have a score to settle with them 
in two ways. Bethel split with 
the UTMB team last year and 
lead in the series 5-8. They 
are reported to have one of their 
better teams this year. 

Early conference standings 
showed Union on top of the west¬ 
ern division with a 2-0 mark. 
Both wins were taken from 
Bethel who is in fourth place. 
Austin Peay State is second 
in the West state league. They 
stomped Belmont 103 to 76 in 
their only conlerence encounter. 

One of the Vols’ most for¬ 
midable foes and arch-rival— 
Austin Peay State--beat the na¬ 
tion’s number two ranked small 
college--Southern Illinois—re¬ 
cently. SIU has beaten Okla¬ 
homa, St. Bonaventure, Ford- 
ham, and Western Michigan this 
season before bowing to the 
Govs. 

NCAA statistics last week 
showed Delta State seventh in 
the nation in team offense, Flor¬ 
ence State 11th in free throw 
percentages, and Austin Peay’s 
Steve Miller second in field goal 
percentages. 

Turning to football news, line 
coach Grover Page reported 
success in signing several 
topnotch junior college players 
to UTMB grants-in-ald, three 
East Mississippi Jr. College 
stars Including an All- 
American. EMJC won the 1962 
Magnolia Bowl. The Vol coach¬ 
ing staff has been combing the 
country for promising players 
since the 1962 season ended.

Statistics Prove 
Vol Team Coming 
Around Into Form

The Vols started the season 
slowly but seem to be coming 
around as they move into the 
heart of the season. 

So far this season the Vols 
have scored 604 points for an 
average of 75.5 pts. per game, 
as compared with the opponents* 
total of 611 for an average of 
77.125. The Tall Vols have 
attempted 508 field goals and 
have connected with 248 while 
attempting 198 free throws and 
scoring on 128, bringing the 
total points to 604. 

Hiey have a team average of 
48.8% from the field and an 
average of 64.6% from the 
charity lane. 

The opponents made 230 
field goals on 536 attempts and 
scored 149 out of 213 attempts 
from the free throw line, for a 
field goal average of 42.9% and 
69.9% for free throws. The Vols 
have a total of 354 rebounds 
compared to the opponents' total 
of 294. These totals include 
all games through the Arkansas 
State Teachers game. 

Individually, Bob Fry, co¬ 
captain of the Orange and White, 
started the season off hitting 
for 22 points and pulling down 
32 rebounds. Co-captain Roger 
Shore also went well against 
Lambuth, as he netted 26 points. 
And, they didn’t stop in the ne t 
game. Fry sank 26 field goals 
and three free shots for a total 
of 29 point. Shore followed suit 
on 25 points from 9 field goals 
and 7 foul shots.
